Its contents were not revealed co 
the teachers, Ot course, some secretaries were more generous than others, 
and occasionally a hint was dropped here and there. In general, however, 
teachers had to resort to surmi: 1 they were te-hired, the report must 
have been satisfactory; if they ed; it must hav been bad. Today, 
however, inspectors recognize that teachers, like students, are anxious to 
haye their reports. Accordingly they sce fit to inform th teachers of their 
findings. Some prefer to make a verbal report while in conference with 
the teacher; others take time to send a personal letter to each teacher visited 
f t0 mail her, at least, a copy of the-report submitted to the school board. 
This development has definitely improved the work of the schools because 
it has drawn attention to matters which needed correction and commented 
on: improvements and accomplishments. 

Improvement in the training of teachers and in school administration 
is to be found not so much in the lengthening of initial training courses at 
Normal Schools but in the fuller utilization of school inspectors and their 
work. To double the number of inspectors, thereby providing them with 
4n opportunity of exercising their supervisory and training functions to a 
Breater degree, would be a sound educational move, This could be achieved 
without additional expense to local school districts if the matter was pres- 
sed. In fact. Municipal School Supervisors have been introduced in seme 
places with admirable results
